ASTONISHING ASSESSMENT FIG­ 
URES. 


Efforts of the state board of equali­ 
zation to artnve at a just and equitable 
basis of assessment that shall be uni­ 
versal throughout the state, applying 
to all counties, ought to bte successful, 
and probably will be, unless political 
exigencies intervene and bring about 
the abandonment of the greatly desir- j. 
ed reform. 
This has been the case in 
the past, and as a result Missouri has 
the most antiquated system of reach­ 
ing values for 
tax 
purposes in the 
United States. 
It is impossible to un­ 
derstand why it has continued so long 
except on the theory that members of 
the board have refused to make the 
necessary changes for fear of the ef­ 
fect it might have on their personal 
political 
fortunes. 
The 
old idea of 
‘‘letting well enough alone’" has pre­ 
vailed because of this fear and as a re- 
j 
suit the state is now in a condition— as 
far as this particular matter is con- . 
cerned— where rank injustice is prac­ 
ticed, not only on individual property 
owners ^pd business concerns, but to­ 
wards entire sections of the state as 
well. 
A careful investigation by the board 
of equalization has brought out facts 
regarding assessments that are abso­ 
lutely astonishing and could hardly 
be believed were it not that they are 
vouched for by the various county as­ 
sessors who 
reported 
them 
to the 
board. 
Amazing 
inequalities 
are 
shown in almost every county in the 
state and the frankness with which 
they are told demonstrates that it is 
not the local assessors that are at fault 
but the entire system. 
Here are some of the glaring injus­ 
tices brought out by the board’s in­ 
quiry: 
« 
In Audrain county the assessor stat­ 
ed that he assessed farm lands and 
town lots at one-third of their value, 
horses and mules at one-lialf, cattle at 
40 per cent, hogs at 
one-half 
and 
money and bank stock* at 60 per cent. 
The result is that Audrain as in oth­ 
er counties there are preferred class­ 
es of taxpayers, and the burden of 
supporting the state and local govern­ 
ment is unequal. 
And so it is all down the line. 
In 
Platte county land is assessed at one- 
fourth its true value and money, notes, 
bonds and bank stock at 60 per cent. 
Therefore, a resident of Platte county 
with a farm valued at 34,000 is taxed 
on only $1000. B ufthe person with his 
money invested in bank stock or bonds 
to the same amount is taxed on a valu­ 
ation of $2,400. 
If the tax rate in Platte county was 
$1,50 a hundred, the farmer with $4,- 
000 invested in land would pay $15. 
But were the same amount invested in 
bonds or bank stock, his tax would be 
$36. 
In Cape Girardeau county the as­ 
sessor’s answers showed that all class­ 
es of property had been assessed at 50 
j 
per cent, except bank 
stock money, 
1 ates and bonds, which paid on 50 
per cent of their value. 
The

shows similar discriminations.

their full value and town lots at 40 per i 


NOT A BULLY OR A WHINER. 
Wallace Irwin, who achieved fame 
a decade or so ago with his ‘‘Letters 
of a Japanese School Boy,” has been 
in California a great deal during the 
past year studying the Japanese prob­ 
lem and writing in 
the 
New 
York 
Tribune is very 
scornful 
of the so­ 
called ‘‘American League for Justice,” 
an organization devoted, apparently 
to championing 
the Japanese cause, 
one of the speakers of which recently, 
speaking ac a public gathering in New 
York, urged his audience to ‘‘pray God 
for an Andrew Jackson to deal with 
California as she deserves.” 
#Mr. Irwin thinks that the Japanese 
“ peril” is quite as serious as the peo­ 
ple of California 
maintain 
and de­ 
clares that instead of being fomented 
by politicians 
the 
fact 
is that the 
course of the politicians is being di­ 
rected by public sentiment. The worst 
phase of the situation, as he portrays 
it, is that the Japanese not only con­ 
trol about a fifth of California, agri­ 
culturally speaking, but in that fifth 
they hold the very cream of the soil. 
“ I do not wish any cruelty to be prac­ 
ticed on the Japanese in California, 
and I don’t think there will be,” Mr. 
Irwin says, adding: 
“ But if we wish 
to consider California nationally we 
should get over the idea that she is a 
bully or a weiner or an eccentric pro­ 
vincial.” 
Mr. Irwin seems to have learned a 
good deal during his year in Califor­ 
nia. 
What a pity it is that a lot of 
other New- York journalists and col­ 
lege professors could not be compell­ 
ed to study various questions, like the 
Japanese question, at first hand be­ 
fore they set about solving them so 
blithlv.

constant exchange of information 
. regardftnffhe effective methods of 
preventing accidents, safety cam­ 
paigns have been conducted inde­ 
pendently in each of the 8,000 mem­ 
ber plant bk the council. 
Despite 
the great strides which have been 
made in the prevention of accidents 
by 
these 
scattered 
campaigns, 
there are still approximately 22,- 
000 workers killed, and 600,000 in­ 
jured in industrial accidents each 
year, according to statistics of the 
council. It is expected that the new 
, plan will make possible great re­ 
ductions in these figures. 
During 1921 the members of the 
Lt council- under this new plan are at­ 
tempting a unified and intensive ac­ 
cident prevention 
campaign. 
The 
plan announced by the council calls 
tor a concentrated attack, through 
all available means, on a different 
hazard each month. 
Thus during January in approxi­ 
mately 
8,000 
industrial 
plants, 
mines, railroads 
and other public 
ut dries throughout 
the country a 
special campaign 
was 
conducted 
against ladder accidents. It is esti­ 
mated that 1,000 persons are killed 
hi ladder accidents each year.
